To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Giluianton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

The  organization  of  the  Tilton-Northfield  Supervisory 
Union  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  consisting  of  the 
school  districts  of  Tiltooi-Northfield,  Belmont,  Canterbury, 
Gilford  and  Gilmanton.  There  are  forty-six  teachers  and 
nearly  twelve  hundred  pupils  in  the  union.

Teachers 

We  have  had  six  changes  in  our  teaching  force  within 
the  year.  Mrs.  Gladys  Carpenter  Gassett  resigned  in  April 
and  Edna  L.  Young  substituted  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year  at  the  Sanborn  School. 

Five  teachers  resigned  in  June.  Miss  Patricia  Willey 
of  Alton,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth,  succeeded  Mrs.  Beatrice 
Eastman  in  the  upper  grade  room  at  the  Iron  Works.  Miss 
Dorothy  Boland,  an  experienced  teacher,  was  chosen  to  fill 
the  vacancy  at  the  Gale  School.  Miss  Eleanor  Cronin  of 
Manchester,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth,  replaced  Mrs.  Helene 
Blodgett  Bettis  at  the  Potter  School.  Miss  Anna  Gobis  of 
Manchester,  a  Plymouth  graduate,  succeeded  Miss  Alma 
Lakeman  at  Kelley's  Corner.  Mr.  Richard  Erwin  of  Barn- 
stead  an  experienced  teacher,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
at  Jones'  Mills  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Alice 
Payne. 

Within  a  two-year   period   there   has   been   a     complete 
change  in  the  teaching  force. 
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A  real  problem  presented  itself  to  the  school  board  as 
to  how  best  to  serve  the  Guinea  Ridge,  Sanborn  and  Gale 
neighborhoods  in  the  matter  of  school  accommodations.  For 
several  years  the  children  from  these  neighborhoods  had 
been  brought  together  at  the  Sanborn  school,  but  this  ar- 
rangement was  not  meeting  satisfactorily  the  changed  con- 
ditions. The  school  board  finally  decided  to  transport  the 
children  on  Guinea  Ridge  to  Gilmanton  Iron  Works,  and 
to  transfer  the  school  from  the  Sanborn  to  the  Gale  build- 
ing. These  new  arrangements  became  effective  with  the 
opening  of  schools  in  September.  The  transportation  of 
the  Guinea  Ridge  children  to  the  Gilmanton  Iron  Works 
school  has  worked  out  nuost  satisfactorily  for  all  concerned, 
cerned.

The   present   enrollment   is   28,     which   is    practically 
double  the  enrollment  a  year  ago.     There  is  every  indication 
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that  the  enrolhnent  of   Gihiianton  children  in  high  schools 
for  the  next  school  year  will  he  considerably  increased. 

Improvements 

In  cooperation  with  the  E.  R.  A.,  much  needed  im- 
provements were  made  at  the  Iron  Works.  The  school 
grounds  were  graded  and  drained  with  the  result  that  we 
have  a  playground  which  in  ])art  meets  the  needs  of  the 
school. 

In  addition  the  basement  was  enlarged,  the  approach  to 
the  toilets  improved,  and  the  old  chemical  toilets  removed 
and  septic  toilets  installed.  These  new  septic  toilets  are 
proving  much  more  satisfactory  than  the  chemical. 

It  will  be  necessary  this  next  summer  to  replace  the 
chemical  toilets  at  Gilmanton  Corner  which  are  no  longer 
satisfactory. 

If  either  the  Sanborn  or  Gale  Iniilding  is  to  be  used  next 
year  remodeling  to  secure  more  satisfactory  lighting  con- 
ditions will  be  necessary.  The  State  Department  has  called 
the  attention  of  the  school  board  to  these  unsatisfactory  con- 
ditions and  has  stated  that  "a  sufficient  appropriation  should 
be  made  at  the  next  March  meeting  to  adequtely  remodel 
one  of  these  buildings"  in  case  one  is  to  he  used. 

School  Nurse 

JMiss  Ruth  6.  Langille  presents  the  following  report  as 
school  nurse : 

In  spite  of  adverse  conditions,  the  children  of  Gilman- 
ton seem  to  be  in  fairly  good  health.     No  serious  epidemics 
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have  occurred  and  the  general  resistance  to  disease  seems 
to  have  been  kept  up  very  well 

Very  little  has  been  done  to  correct  some  of  the  physi- 
cal defects  accumulating  because  of  the  lack  of  funds  to 
accomplish  this  work.  A  dental  clinic  is  badly  needed. 
There  are  very  few  children  in  Gilmanton  whose  teeth  have 
had  any  attention  to  put  them  in  good  condition.  Several 
cases  of  bad  tonsils  and  adenoids  should  be  operated  as 
soon  as  possible.  And  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  fourteen 
children  were  fitted  to  glasses  last  year,  several  more  have 
been  noticed  this  year,  who  badly  need  glasses.  It  has 
been  very  disappointing  not  to  have  been  able  to  accom- 
plish more  clinic  work  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  do  this 
with  no  money  guaranteed,  and  very  few  able  to  pay  for  it. 
Following  will  be  found  a  statistical  report  of  health  work 
done  in  Gilmanton  schools  last  year:, 

Visits  to  schools  64 ;  to  home  209 ;  days  spent  29 ; 
pupils  examined  144;  defects  found  225;  defects  corrected 
67;  children  without  defects  23.  One  child  was  taken  twice 
to  an  ear  clinic  at  Concord,  two  were  treated  at  dental  clinics 
at  Laconia.  and  fourteen  were  taken  to  eye  clinics  in 
Rochester  and  fitted  to  glasses. 

Finances 

There  is  a  probability  that  there  will  be  a  deficit  this 
current  year  of  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  (SI. 000).  This 
is  due  to  a  much  larger  expenditure  for  high  school  tuition 
than  w^as  anticipated,  and  to  the  expense  involved  in  the 
improvements  at  the  Iron  Works.  The  school  board  is 
recommenchng  a  special  appropriation  of  one  thousand 
dollars   ($1,000)   to  cover  the  deficit. 
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The  continued  cooperation  which  I  have  received  from 
the  School  Board  and  teachers  is  sincerely  appreciated.
